Current Planetary Phenomena. 
Venus and the moon como into con- 


junction In .the early morning: of the 
15th. The moon will be in conjunc- 
tion with Mars on the 22d, Saturn on 
the 24th and Jupiter on the 27th. 
Venus reaches its greatest western 
elongation on the t!8th, after which it 
will slowly approach the sun. 


The principal planets visible dur- 


ing tho month are Venus, as a morn- 
ing star in tiie east: 
Jupiter con- 


tinues prominent in the early even- 
ing, 
and Saturn is getting too near 


the sun for successful observation. 


In the western sky we have 
the 


bright star Vega, the brilliant constel- 
lation Cygnus. while the great square 
of Pegasus is to bf seen almost di- 
rectly south and passing very near to 
the zenith. 
Andromeda is directly 


overhead, while Perseus, Aries and 
Taurus ornament the eastern sky. 


The event of th<> greatest astron- 


omical 
interest 
during 
the 
past 


month was the appearance of a mons- 
ter sunspot which was first noticed 
about the llth. As measured at this 
observatory, the spotted area on the 
sun extended 100,000 miles 
in 
an 


east and west direction, anil 60.000 
miles north and south. Chief among 
this rnllpction of spots was a large 
one whose nucleus was over 11,000 
miles long. —an immense hoK' in the 
intensly brilliant surface of the sun's 
photosphere into which the entire 
earth could be easily dropped, 


A sun spot shows 
an 
intensely 


black center or nucleus surrounded 
by a penumbra or lest* black fringe. 
As seen in the telescope this penum- 
bra is made up of the most delicate 
filaments extending inward, seemingly 
trying to cover up the black blemish 
on the otherwise dazzling surface of 
white. As examined on the morninc 
of the 13th a number of these fila- 
ments were seen to extend across the 
center of the largest spot, covering it 
with a delicate lace-work of glowing 
vapours. The next day. this nlampn- 
tation had united, cutting the great 
spot into twins. Such phenomena are 
characteristic- of spots. They appear, 
streamers span them, and the spot 
degenerates into smaller om-.s which 
seem to exert a. rcpellant action, one 
on the other. 
In this way the dis- 


turbance gradually dies out. 


Just what a sun spot is, is a ques- 


tion not yet answered by the 
as- 


tronomers, but the burden of 
evi- 


dence seems to indicate that they 
are KJRRRCS of cooler material which 
have been ejected by some gigantic 
explosion on the sun into the upper 
regions of his atmosphere, 
where, 


cooling clown, they condense and fall 
back upon his surfnc?, gi^T::ss grad- 
ually back into the 
fiery 
furnace 


from which they sprung. 
However, 


this may be, it is certain thf>y play a 
very important part in the machinery 
which keeps up tbe sun's supply of 
heat, and without their aid this sur- 
face would soon cool down and the 
system of planets dependent upon his 
life-giving radiations would be sunk 
In tbe fearful cold of space.
